Peace Meeting Has Lasted 
Five Months; A Resume 
of Its Accomplishments 


The peace treaty of Versailles is I 
the fruit of about five months of j 
conferences 
in 
which 
delegations 
from 32 allied countries and Ger­ 
many participated. 
The five leading 
nations, 
the United 
States. 
Great 
Britain. 
France, 
Italy and Japan 
were represented in the peace con­ 
ferences at Paris by five delegates 
each, while the delegations of other 
nations and British dominions wore j 
composed of from one to three men. 
The representatives of the United 
States were President Wilson, Sec­ 
retary' 
of 
State 
Robert 
Lansing. 
Henry White, former American am­ 
bassador at Rome and Paris. Colonel 
Edward M. House and General Tas­ 
ker H. Bliss. 
Georges Clemenceau. Premier of 
France, was chairman of the peace 
conference. 
At first a supreme council or a 
council of ten was organized so as 
to include two representatives each 
from 
Great 
Britain, 
France, 
the 
United 
States. 
Italy 
and 
Japan. 
Subsequently this council was divid­ 
ed in two parts— a council of four, 
composed of President Wilson and 
Premiers Lloyd George. Clemenceau 
and Orlando; and a council of for-* 
eign ministers. 
Convened on January IK. 
The conference of the allied! dele­ 
gations convened officially on Ja n ­ 
uary IS. to draw up the terms to 
bq submitted when completed to the 
German delegation. 
President Wil­ 
son had arrived in France on De­ 
cember 13, and had visited England, 
Italy and parts of France. 
One of the first acts of the con­ 
ference was to send a proposal to 
all Russian factions to meet on the 
Price’s Islands to endeavor to com­ 
pose the Russian internal situation, 
but this plan was rejected by the 
Russians. 
Various factions which 
were disputing over territory in dif­ 
ferent sections of Europe were di­ 
rected by the peace conference to 
discontinue their conflicts. 
The first step toward the actual 
drafting of the treaty occurred on 
January 24, 
when 
the conference 
agreed to the plan for organization 
of a League of Nations and a com­ 
mittee was appointed to draw up a 
covenant. 
By January 30. the con­ 
ference had 
adopted 
the plan 
of 
governing 
colonies 
and 
backward 
nations through mandatories issued 
to various nations, subject to the 
direction 
and 
approval 
of 
the 
League of Nations. 
The covenant of the League of 
Nations was completed on F e b r u a r y 
14. 
On the following day

Wilson left 
France' 
for 
t h e . 


United 
States. 
He 
returned 
to 
France, arriving 
there 
March 
13. 
In his absence the council of ten 
had continued to work despite an 
attempt 
to 
assassinate 
Premier 
Clemenceau. 
<rtknnnii R eparation C onsidered. 
A report of the International La­ 
bor 
Legislation 
Committee 
was 
adopted April l l . 
Reparation de­ 
mands to be made on Germany were 
approved April 14 and the Germans 
were invited on April 16 to send I 
their delegation to Versailles to re-) 
ceive the treaty. 
The peace conference next con­ 
sidered the treaty with Austria. The 
Italian delegation insisted upon ob­ 
taining control of the formerly Au*-j 
trian city of Flume, but on April 23 
President Wilson gave out a sta te -1 
ment that Flume could not be given 
to Italy. 
On the next day Premier 
Orlando returned to Rome and for 
more than a week thereafter the 
Italian delegates were absent, but 
returned on May 7. in time to par­ 
ticipate in th * conference with the 
German delegates. 
A revised covenant of the League 
of Nations intended to conform in 
respect to the Monroe doctrine to 
objection 
raised 
in 
America 
was 
adopted by the peace conference on 
April 28. 
Geneva was selected as I 
the seat of ’he league. 
Shantung 
was 
disposed 
of 
on 
April 30, when the council of three 
voted to turn it over to the Japan­ 
ese on the assurance that it would 
be given later to the Chinese. 
The Germans, headed by Count 
Brockdorf f-Rantzau, arrived in Ver­ 
sailles and presented their creden­ 
tials 
to 
the 
allied 
delegates 
on 
May I. 
T re a ty to t.e rm a n s en M ay 7. 
The peace treaty was presented to 
the Germans at Versailles on M ay ; 
7, the anniversary of the sinking of 
the Lusitania, and an official sum­ 
mary of the treaty was made public 
that day. 
It was also announced 
that the United States had pledged ! 
aid to France against possible future 
German aggression. 
The manner in 
which 
the 
Germans 
received 
the | 
treaty was 
described 
as 
insolent. 
Numerous German leaders declared 
they would not sign it and a week 
of mourning was decreed 
by 
the! 
German government, but the decree 
was virtually unheeded. 
Thereafter the German delegates 
submitter! various notes to the coun­ 
cil of four asking for concessions 
or criticizing the terms proposed in 
the treaty as submitted to them. On 
May 16 it was announced that the 
German treaty would become effec­ 


tive when ratified by Germany and 
three of the allied or associated 
powers. 
The German reply to the first 
form of the peace treaty was pre­ 
sented to the allied delegates on 
May 28, and this was followed by 
several German counter-proposals. 
Meanwhile the Austrian delegates 
had arrived at St. Quentin and on 
June 2 the terms of the peace treaty 
with Austria as drawn by the allies 
was submitted to them.

Communities that have already gone dry have found 
that the good ones keep right on serving the public, 
and very largely the same public at that, as waiters 
or as dispensers of soft drinks.

that have recently sworn off, most of the bartenders 
are said to have remained right in the same saloons, 
using their old-time skill in handling near-beer, ginger; 
ale, etc., and conducting themselves with all their ac­ 
customed geniality.

SERBIA FROM RUIN 


By the Associated Presa 
BELGRADE, Serbia.-—By 
Mail.) 
Northern Serbia which for sever­ 
al months after the war was vir­ 
tually isolated from contact with Al­ 
lied sources of supply is now' receiv­ 
ing a steady stream of goods of all 
kinds. 
These goods are brought in 
by way of Flume as there is no 
through rail connection north from 
Saioniki across Serbia owing to the 
fact that the main nyrtli-south rail­ 
road in St rbia is still being repair­ 
ed and hundreds of bridges are ly­ 
ing smashed beyond repair in the 
beds of the streams they once span­ 
ned. 
At present it 
requires, with 
good luck, from ten to fifteen days 
to cross Serbia from Saioniki 
to 
Belgrade by motor truck and rail. 
The American Army Food 
Mis­ 
sion and the American Red Cross 
are daily sending truck loads of 
food, clothing and medical supplies 
into Northern Serbia from Belgrade. 
The American Red Cross in North­ 
ern Serbia has established stations 
at 
Curprija, 
K»agujevac, Palauka, 
Pozharevatz, Shabatz, Negotin 
Pet- 
rovatx, Obrenovatz and 
Semendria, 
from which centers 
hundreds 
of 
smaller towns are 
served.

"Abolish the saloon if we must, but keep the bar- 


tender. He is generally a good fellow, and far better 
educated, as a rule, than the patron. When the saloon 
passes, the loss of this genial friend will be felt by mul- 
titudes of light tipplers throughput the country." 


The "education" of the typical bartender may be 


called into question by those who choose to apply acad- 
emic standards; but "certainly it is that he is gener- 
ally an expert in his knowledge of human nature. And 
that, according to many philosophers, is the highest form 
of knowledge. 


The metropolitan nerve specialist need not be so 


disconsolate, however, over the prospect. The barten- 
der is not going to vanish from the face of the earth. 
Communities that have already gone dry have found 
that the good ones keep right on serving the public, 
and very "largely the same public at that, as waiters 
or as dispensers* of soft drinks. In one or two states 
that have recently sworn off, most of the bartenders 
are said to have'remained right in the same saloons, 
using their old-time skill in handling near-beer, ginger 
ale, "etc., and conducting themselves with all their ac- 
customed geniality. 


There is no need to be pessimistic.

Wilson sued to recover for his 


one-ninth •share of 'the proceeds of 
the sale of ithe original tracts and 
the value of his 2,153 acres, pur- 
chased by his •father as an individ- 
ual, and for $50,000 charged against 
his lather by 'the syndicate of orig- 
inal purchasers. „ 


The elder Wilson, in the panic of 


the '!)0's", made his individual pur- 
chases at ?5 and $6 per'acre, it 
was declared. The property increas- 
ed iu value to more than J4-0 per

acre and 
the group claimed H, de- j 


Glaring an individual member of the 
syndicate had no right to buy land 
without first offering it 'to the com- 
pany. Wilson contended 'that this 
had been done and the court upheld 
his contention.
